Kelly asked the board of regents 
and Chancellor S. V. Sanford to 
move the medical school from Au- 
gusta in order to preserve its ac- 
credited rating. He said the equip- 
ment can easily be moved to At- 


lanta while the regents determine| Medicine can easily be envisioned, 


how to dispose of the Augusta 


property. 

Under Kelly’s plan, the third 
and fourth classes would do their 
work at Grady hospital in Atlanta. 
He indicated this could easily be 
arranged, as he suggested starting 
the students to work at Grady on 
Sept. 27. The first and second 
classes could be sent either to Ath- 
ens for instruction, or retained at 
Augusta. The first two classes do 
not train in the hospital, and 
therefore would not be affected 
should the city-owned Augusta 
hospital lose its accredited stand- 
ing. 

In urging that the school be 
moved from Augusta, Kelly ob- 
served that “The Cracker Party 
does not have any influence out- 
side of Richmond county, as evi- 
denced by the fact that they could 


school.” 


Kelly quoted Dean Eugene 
Stead, of Emory University School 
of Medicine, as assuring the Uni- 
versity of Georgia School of Medi- 
cine a “most hearty welcome to 
Atlanta in sharing not only the 
clinical facilities at Grady hos- 
pital, but also participating in the 
development of the magnificent 
medical center which has the sup- 
port of the Rockefeller Founda- 
tion.” What this would mean to 
the future development of the 
University of Georgia School of 


Kelly said. 

The Governor told representa- 
tives of the student body in his 
office yesterday that he would | 
“do all I can with propriety” to’ 


see that the future professional | 
careers of these students are pro- | 
tected. 

He pointed out that he was elect- 
ed on a platform not to interfere 
with school operations. However, 
he expressed confidence that the 
regents would see that the stu- 
dents “do not suffer.” 

The group of five students told 
Gov. Arnall that “political inter- 
ference” by the Augusta Cracker 
Party is imperiling the accredited 
standing of the city-owned hospi- 
tal used by the school to train stu- 
dents.

It looked like a sunset at 
midnight,” Reich related, “Then 
all trace of the battleship disap-

2 American 


Pilots Land 
On Jap Soil 


OKINAWA, Aug. 25.—(P)—Two 
Fifth Air Force pilots set their 
Lightning fighter planes down on 
a Japanese airstrip on Kyushu to- 
day to become the first Americans 
to land on Nippon home soil since 
hostilities ended. 

They were Lt. Col. Clax Tice 
of Phoenix, Ariz., command- 
ing the 49th fighter. group, and 
F. O. Douglas C. Hall, of Ana- 
mosa, Iowa. 


The fliers had been on a re- 
connaissance mission and were 
headed for their home base on 
Okinawa when Hall’s plane de- 
veloped trouble in its fuel system. 
Without. hesitation Tice led his 
distressed wingmar in to a perfect 
landing on ‘“Nittiagahara airstrip 
on the eastern shore of central 
Kyushu. 


APPEAR FRIENDLY 

The Americans talked with 
Japanese officers and _ enlisted 
men on the field for almost two 
hours and 45 minutes while wait- 
ing for a B-17 Fortress rescue 
plane to bring gasoline for Hall’s 
craft. 

The Americar fliers sat in their 
planes for a short time as other 
Lightnings circled Overhead and 
then headed for home. Then Tice 
climbed out of his plane and 
| walked over to ~ parked Japanese 
'medium bomber. As he did so a 
Japanese officer and- several sol- 
diers approached. 

GUNS AT READY 

“We didn’t know what was go- 
ing to happen,” said Tice. “We 
both checked our guns and waited. 
The Japanese officer had a big 
sword. As he came closer we 
saw him smile.” 

“At about 20 feet he stopped 
and saluted,” Tice went on. “Hall 
and I returned the galute.’ Then 
he came up and offered his hand.

Hall.” 


Efforts to converse 
Japanese without interpreters 
proved futile until a Japanese 
soldier brought out a small Eng- 
lish-Japanese dictionary and Tice 
indicated from it that a B-17 was 
arriving with fuel for them.

Job openings in the southeast to- 


day outnumber the jobseekers de- 
spite the number of layoffs in 
southern war industries. 

The ratio is more than three to 
two. 

Figures released by the regional 
War Manpower Commission re- 
vealed that a total of 105,162 open- 
ings in six states of the southeast 
were unfilled up to last night. 

The figures, with the exception

than estimated and include the im- 
mediate postwar period from Aug. 
15 through Aug. 24. 

Layoffs in six states—Alabama, 
Florida, Georgia, Mississippi, 
South Carolina and Tennessee— |

PLAN OF PROTECTION 

“The plan will protect the school 
of medicine from the loss of ac- 
creditation and will enable the 
chancellor and the board of re- 
gents to have sufficient time to 
make plans for the final disposi- 
tion of the school. It is not for me 
to say whether the school should 
be moved as a whole to Atlanta, 
or to Athens, or to Macon, or half 
to Athens and half to Atlanta. 
That is the province of the chan- 
cellor and the board of regents. 
The dean has discharged his duty 
when he perfects plans to protect 
the scheol and its accreditation 
under adverse circumstances and 
there iginot a shadow of a doubt 
that the foregoing plan will pro- 
tect not only the school, faculty 
and the student body, but also the 
interests of the Army and the 
Navy, which are now 
about three-fourths of the students 
to the school.

When the new constitution was 
being drawn, it was Chief Justice 
Bell who suggested that the asso- 
ciate justices select their presid- 
ing officer, rather than having 
him designated in a state-wide 
election. This knocked him out 
of his appointed office, but last 
week the justices elected him to 
his old post. 

The outstanding characteristic 
of Georgia’s new, and old; chief 
justice is his balance and his zeal 
in ferreting out details so essen- 
tial in jurisprudence. He is rec- 
ognized by his colleagues as an 
authority on law and decisions, 


APPOINTED IN 1932 

Oldest in point of service on 
the state supreme court, Justice 
Bell was appointed in 1932. He 
served as presiding justice before 
Chief Justice Charles Reid resign- 
ed in 1943 to enter the armed 
forces. Prior to 1932, he served 
as a judge on the appellate court 
for a decade. He was appointed 
to this court after, serving one 
term as superior court judge and 
two terms as solicitor general. 

But for all his years of public 
service, dating back to 1913, Bell 
retains his quietness, his reserve, 
and, to a certain degree, his timid- 
ity that he sought to overcome 
when he entered politics as a 
young lawyer. Of course, he does 
not regard most of his public 
service as politics. Chief Justice 
Bell is very jealous of the repu- 
tation of the supreme court, and 
wants no breath of politics on the 
high tribunal. 

Born in Preston, Bell began his 
professional life as a country 
school teacher. Law interested 
him too much for him to stay 
in the schoolroom, however, and 
he spent much of his time sitting 
in the courtrooms ... just watch- 
ing. Finally he went to Mercer 
Law school, took his law degree 
in 1902, and entered law practice 
in Sylvester.

Luxury Tax 
Will Stick 
Till Spring 


Baseball fans, theater-goers and 
purchasers of luxury items must 
continue to pay federal excise 
taxes at the wartime rate until 
next spring, Collector of Internal 
Revenue Marion H. Allen has re- 
minded Atlantans. 

Unless congress makes a change 
in the present tax law, Allen said, 
excise taxes will not return to 
their prewar level until six months 
after the official end of hostilities. 
Quly the retail tax on luggage, 
wwses and other leather goods, 
and traveling cases of any mate- 
rial will disappear completely at 
the end of the six-month period. 


And when the emergency period 
is over, manufacturers will con- 
tinue to pay the prewar excise tax 
of 10 per cent—the wartime level 
is 20 per cent—on luggage and 
leather goods, Allen pointed out. 
This may show up in the form of 
a “hidden tax” in the retail price 
of such products, he said. ; 

Excise taxes on admissions to 
theaters, movies and sports events 
will go back next spring to one 
cent for each 10 cents, from the 
wartime rate of one cent for each 
five; permanent use or lease of 
boxes or seats, and sales of tickets 
outside the box office, will drop 
to 11 per cent from the war rate 
of 20 per cent; cabarets and night 
clubs, to five per cerit from 20 per 
cent: billiards, pool, bowling, to 
$10 per year per table or alley 
from $20 per year. 

The federal tax on dues or mem- 
bership fees and initiation fees 
will return to 11 per cent from 
20 per cent. 

Jewelry, furs and cosmetics, 
which were taxed 20 per cent dur- 
ing the war, will have the old 10 
per cent tax at the end of six 
months. Imported perfumes con- 
taining distilled spirits, on which 
the war tax rate was $9 a gallon, 
will be taxed $6. 

Other excise tax changes will 
include: 

Distilled spirits, from $9 a gal- 
lon to $6; champagne or sparkling 
wine, from 15 cents per half pint 
to 10 cents; artificially carbonated 
wine, from 10 cents per half pint 
to five cents; cordials, from 10 
cents per half pint to five cents; 
beer, from $8 per barrel to $7. 

Long distance telephone, from 
°5 per cent to 20 per cent; local 
iclephone, from 15 to 10 per cent, 
telegraph, from 25 to 15 per cent; 
leased wires, from 25 to 15 per 
cent: wire and equipment service, 
from eight to five per cent. 

Seats, berths and transportation, 
from 15 to 10 per cent; electric 
light bulbs and tubes, from 20 per 
cent to five per cent.

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Chinese Enter 
Nanking; Reds 
Grab 2 Ports 


BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS. 
The clatter of arms continued 
to resound in China and Russia 
today, nearly two weeks after 
Tokyo threw in the sponge. 

Generalissimo Chiang Kai-shek’s 
Chinese Nationalists entered 
Shanghai and Nanking, China’s 
prewar capital. Russian army and 
navy forces in twin amphibious 
operations occupied two Japanese 
ports in Korea and on Sakhalin 
island. while a seven-day bag of 
Japanese prisoners jumped to 
more than 370,000, Moscow said 
last night. 

Chinese field dispat@hes said 
today rival Communist forces 
were reported marching on Shang- 
hai and Nanking, and also driv- 
ing toward Hongkong and Canton. 

Military dispatches said the gov- 
ernment’s prided guerrilla force, 
the “loyal and patriotic army,” 
had occupied western Shanghai 
and the Pootung industrial dis- 
trict across the Whangpoo river 
from the great metropolis. 

AID SHANGHAI REVOLT? 


Communist Commander in Chief | 


Gen. Chu Teh, on the other hand, 
asserted that Communist forces 
were marching toward Shanghai 
“to aid a rising of the people 


against the Japanese.” A com- 
munique from Gen. Chu’s head- 
quarters alleged 50,000 Chinese 
workers had o upied Japanese- 
operated factories in Shanghai to 
prevent looting, and had placard- 
ed the streets with slogans wel- 
coming the expected Communist 
forces. 

The same race between Gen. 
Chiang’s forces and Communist 
troops for the key cities of China 
perhaps also had affected Nan- 
king, 185 miles up the Yangtze 
river from Shanghai and the 
chosen site for the formal surren- 
der of Japanese forces in China. 


National government troops 
crossed the Yangtze and entered 
Nanking’s waterfront district Fri- 
day, the Chinese high command 
announced, Chiang Kai-shek plans 
to re-establish his capital in Nan- 
king, 740 miles east of Chungking. 


COMMUNISTS RAMPANT 


Sixty miles southwest of Nan- 
king, government troops were re- 
ported to have entered Wuhu, on 
the Yangtze. This report followed 
earlier Communist claims that 
Gen. Chu Teh’s men had fought 
their way into Wuhu. The situa- 
tion was obscure. It was not clear 
whether the Communists may 
have withdrawn before National 
troops entered or were forcibly 
ejected. 


While the “contest” for stra- 
tegic positions mounted in tense- 
ness, government and Communist 
leaders were apparently no nearer 
a solution of their differences.

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Full Employment Bill Seen as Costly to Nation.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 25.— 
(NANA) —Close examination of 
the Wagner-Murray full employ- 
ment bill, holding the spotlight in 
Washington, now that the first 
flurry of reconversion has ended, 
reveals that the proposed measure 
would at this time simply perpetu- 
ate the theory of planned govern- 
ment spending on a large scale. 

CIO President Philip Murray, 
who appeared yesterday before 
the Senate Banking and Currency 
Subcommittee, conducting hear- 
ings on the bill in the Senate Of- 


fice Building, indorsed the meas- 
ure and in the same breath label- 
ed it “at least one year late.” 

In its present form the bill 
would empower the President to 
prepare an annual estimate of the 
expected volume of private busi- 
ness for the coming year and the 
number of likely jobs. Congress 
would take the estimate and then 
base its federal work projects on 
the number of additional jobs

Statement on 
GarbageStrike 


A statement has been issued un- 
der the signatures of Frank Prohl, 
international representative of the 
Chauffeurs’ & Teamsters’ Union, 
and L. W. Hammond, business rep- 
resentative of Local No. 450 of the 
teamsters’ organization, in connec- 
tion with the garbage strike. 

The statement follows: 

In the early part of July the drivers 
working for the city of Atlanta put in a 
request for an increase in wages. This 
request was referred to the finance com- 
mittee of the city council. and up to 
date no action has been taken on this 
request. At the council meeting held 
Monday, Aug. 20, statements were made 
that there would be no further meeting 
of the finance committee until some time 
in September. At no time was strike 
action contemplated or discussed because 
of this delay. 

During the month of Atigust the truck 
helpers employed by the city of Atlanta 
put in a request for an increase in wages. 
The finance committee, likewise. took no 
action on this request, however, certain 
administration leaders, for reason un- 
known to us, signed and presented di- 
rectly to the council a paper or ordi- 
nance recommending an immediate raise 
of 5 cents per hour for the truck helpers. 

The argument advanced for passage 
of the ordinance was that the helpers 
threatened to quite in a group or, in 
other words, strike if their request was 
denied. The council approved the ordi- 
nance and since it is our information 
that the mayor was one of those signing 
the original paper requesting the in- 
crease, we have no reason to believe 
that he will veto the ordinance. 

The record of increases for compara- 
tive purposes will show that the truck 
helpers have received on a percentage 
basis twice as much as the truck drivers 
since 1940. 

The results of council’s action in ap-

All Georgia Soon To Benefit 
From Mobile Iron Lung 


By MARY JANE WILLIAMS. 


A sorely needed mobile iron lung soon will be put in operation 
in Georgia, carrying on the work that flesh and blood have been 


unable to do. 


Owned by Buckhead’s Lions 
Club, the huge lung was purchased 
from the proceeds of the P. G. A. 
Golf tournament, held April 6, 7, 
8 and 9 of this year at the Brook- 
haven Country Club, in which most 
of the leading golf pros participat- 
ed. The Buckhead club is headed 
by W. H, Owens. 

Receiving its power of operation 
from a motor attached to any or- 
dinary automobile battery and also 
supplied with an emergency hand 
method of operation, the lung will 
travel from its temporary home at 
Grady hospital to any part of 
Georgia upon request. This aid to 
Georgia will protect the spark of 
life in many critically ill persons 
while transferring them to a hos- 
pital equipped with similar instru- 
ments of life. 

In addition to the lung, large 
enough for persons well over six 
feet tall, the trailer also houses an 
identical aspirator for infants. 
Very often such a miniature ma- 
chine is necessary for tots imme- 
diately after their birth. The unit 
also includes a lavatory and a Sis- 
ter Kenny drier for the patient’s 
towels. 

The patient is placed in the tem- 


perature-controlled iron bedy by 
sliding the head of the machine 
away from the main portion of the 
lung, thus revealing the sick per- 
| son’s bed. While the lung is still 
open, the patient’s head is placed 
\through a eollar which fits snugly 
‘about his neck. The front part of 
the iron aspirator is then pushed 
back into place, leaving only the 
person’s head out of the machine. 
A mirror placed over his face per- 
mits the occupant to view his sur 
| roundings. 

Purchased from Everhart Surgi- 
cal Supply Company, the iron 
lung will be on display Monday 
.and Tuesday in front of the Grand 
itheater. From there it will be 
moved to Buckhead Wednesday 
‘for further display and then 
j|housed at Grady hospital until 
‘need for it arises.

This 
action was taken on the invitation of 
the administration, since they acted 
promptly only on the request of the 
helpers who had threatened to strike if 
no action was taken on their request. 


The strike was to become effective 
the following morning, and since the 
hour was quite late the representative 
of the organization was instructed to 
notify the department heads of the action 
as soon as they were available at their 
offices in the morning. This was done. 


On Wednesday morning efforts were 
made through Henry Chandler, president 
of the Atlanta Federation of Trades, who 
is considered very close to the mayor, 
to make an immediate appointment with 
Mayor Hartsfield with the hope of work- 
ing out some satisfactory understanding 
under which the drivers might be in- 
duced to return to work. Although a 
settlement whereby the garbage removal 
would be resumed was vitally important, 
this appointment could not be made be- 
fore 3:30 p. m. Thursday afternoon. 


Nothing was accomplished at this 
meeting because the mayor, refusing to 
recognize the situation as purely eco- 
nomic which should be adjusted b 
gotiations and conciliation, had publ 
declared himself in the press that the 
action was political and should be dealt 
with by terminating the employment of 
all drivers on strike, although many of 
these drivers have worked for the city 
15 or 20 years and have during the labor 
shortage worked many hours overtime 
without overtime premium. 

Mayor Hartsfield's final statements 
werd that there was nothing to negotiate 
or agree upon, that the drivers by their 
strike had quit their jobs and that they 
could be rehired as new men if the de- 
partment heads so saw fit.

This pledge was suppased to be to the 
effect that no labor group would request 
the city administration for a raise in 
July. Some organizations may have made 
such a pledge, but none was requested 
or made by the drivers or their repre- 
sentatives and no other individual was 
authorized to speak for them. 

A political maneuver was made to gain 
veterans’ votes through an advertisement 
in the newspapers offering the ex-soldiers 
the jobs of the regular drivers which 
were declared vacant by the superintend- 
ent of the sanitary department. We are 
sure it will be interesting to the Ameri- 
can Legion, Veterans of Foreign Wars 
and the citizens of Atlanta that by a 
check of the men involved fully 50 per 
cent of them are veterans of the first 
World War and now their buddies are 
invited to take their jobs. 

The sanitary drivefs are deeply regret- 
ful that this situation has helped to aggra- 
vate the garbage situation. They had ex- 
pected that this economic situation would 
be met on an economic basis and prompt- 
ly settled and not as a political football 
where their economic livelihood was 
planned to be sacrificed to save the po- 
litical destiny of a few others. ’ 

The garbage situation in this city may 
have become a political issue, but that 
issue existed before the stoppage of work 
on the part of the drivers. Such admis- 
sion was made by Mr. Cates, superin- 
tendent of the sanitary department, at a 
meeting of the civil service board eld 
in the city hall on Thursday of this week, 
when he stated that the sanitary depart- 
ment was from two to three weeks be- 
hind in its garbage collection in many 
parts of the city. 

This is our first statement of our posi- 
tion in this controversy and we hope it 
will be our last, but such a statement 
was made necessary by the false accusa- 
tions made by Mayor Hartsfield and Su- 
perintendent Cates. 

All the drivers ask is justice with the 
same economic privileges accorded the 
other citizens of Atlanta. Can that jus- 
tice be obtained? We are very doubtful, 
if the last few days ‘is an example of

Since HOLC began its liquida- 
tion program, it has shrunk from 
425 offices and field stations to 
only seven offices throughout the 
country, Thigpen said. 

“The consolidation was made 
possible by the good repayment 
record of borrowers in the Atlanta 
region, together with the success 
of the Atlanta office in selling the 
houses the corporation was com- 
pelled to take over by forec)josure,” 


Thigpen explained. 

He said the Atlanta office, | 
which was opened in September, 
1934, leads the nation in disposal 
of its acquired properties, with 
mearly 74 per cent of its invest- 
ments liquidated. 

At the end of June, the Atlanta 
effice had 33,760 borrowers’ ac- 
counts on its books, including 28.,- 
457 origina) loans with balances-of 
$34,115,417.98, and 5,303 accounts 
of purchasers of HOLC properties 
who owe $8,557,326.28. Most of 
these accounts are being paid on. 
schedule, Thigpen said. | 

According to a June 30 report, 
26.744 of the 63,578 loans made in 
the region by HOLC between 1933 
and 1936, have been completely 
paid. 

All of the 8,614 properties ac- 
quired by the corporation have 
been sold.

The charter of the United Na-

We 
in Britain know how unperishable 
a page he has so remarkably writ- 
ten-in our history. We will not 
forget Eisenhower. 


GROUND PLAN 

That, at any rate, is the ground 
plan for the next nine months or 
so. It is, as I have said, a gigan- 
tic plan and I do not doubt that 
it will be met with alarm and dis- 
may by the vested interests whose 
privileges it directly touches. To 
that I can only say that it is a 
necessary plan that will have far- 
reaching effects not only here but 
the world over. It is going to 
test the ability of democratic gov- 
ernment in an orderly, peaceful 
way to persuade the relatively 
small oligarchy which dominates 
the economic scene that their rule 
is over and that in their place 
the nation proposes to rule through 
its chosen representatives. I hope 
it will succeed; I think it has a 
real chance of success if only be- 
cause it corresponds to the will 
of the electorate when it gave the 
Labor party a decisive majority. 

Let me add that it would be dif- 
ficult to overestimate the impor-

SAN FRANCISCO, Aug. 25.— 
(P)—Group suicides in front of 
the imperial palace were reported 
today by Tokyo radio in a broad- 
cast painting a picture of increas- 
ing “sorrow and _ gloominess” 
among the Japanese as they taste 
“the bitter defeat in battle.” 

Preparations for welcoming the 
occupation forces are being rush- 
ed by the government, the radio 
said, and the authorities hepe the 
Japanese response ‘will be such 
that they can “terminate this oc- 
cupation peacefully and as much 
as possible without any incidents.” 

Reports coming from Manchu-

To Free Trade

Britain’s new lLaborite govern- 
ment seems to be preparing to 
slam the door on the Bretton 
Woods proposals and, while pre- 
pared to go in for the conference 
on world trade, is turning a deaf 
ear to the appeal for the free en- 
terprise ideals of Winthrop W. Al- 
drich, president of the Interna- 

tional Chamber of Commerce. 


Indeed, Labor’s London Daily 
Herald today calls the Aldrich 
proposals “jungle finance”—inter- 
national catch-as-catch-can meth- 
ods. H. N. Smith, Laborite from 
Nottingham, declared in parliament

recently that “Bretton Woods be- 
gan at the wrong end” and ex- 
pressed the hope the “government 
will reject its speciou’s pleas.” 


The Times, traditionally a con- 
servative organ, though it strives 
to express the viewpoint of what- 
ever government is in office, says 
editorially: “Mr. Aldrich some- 
times appears to put the cart be- 
fore the horse.” It suggests that 
the Bretton Woods system is quite 
impractical in the present state of 
the world. What the Times and, 
presumably, the government want 
is abolition of the creditor and 
debtor nations and “a rough bal- 
ance between the sales abroad and 
the purchases” as an indispensa- 
ble requirement of international 
trade and exchange. 

The Times supports the view 
that Britain is in an economic 
and financial jam because of the 
“arbitrary and accidental way in 
which the financial burdens of a 
common war effort become dis- 
tributed” and claims “the case is 
strong for a readjustment recog- 
nizing the quality of sacrifice 
principle enunciated by President 
Roosevelt.” But the newspaper in- 
dorses Aldrich’s contention that 
Britain’s economic welfare is in- 
separably bound up with the eco- 
nomic welfare of the United 
States.

million unemployed. 


From its prewar population of 
out 16,000,900 this country has 
lost 1,685,000 dead. Some 425.000 
are permanently disabled and 
there are 500.000 war orphans. 

United Nations relief is coming 
in slowly, but the inadequate in- 
ternal transport prevents effective 
distribution. Of a total of 9,000 
defective railbridges only 300 have 
been repaired. Temporary wooden 
structures that would be con- 
demned as unsafe in the United 
States are almost the only bridges 
across the Danube. 

In the interior the roads are 
often no better than cowtracks. 
Even jeeps tog down and have to 
be pulled out by scrawny horses. 
UNRRA engineers estimate that 
truck tires cannot last more than 
3,000 miles on these roads. 

Back in the isolated areas, 18th 
Century health conditions prevail.

These and other rea- 
sons accounted for Hite’s staring 
eyes and the nervous movements 
of his right hand as he spoke. 

After two months in Tokyo, Hite 
said, he was moved to the bridge 
house in Shanghai, where he spent 
seven months. One day he and 
six other men were summoned be- 
for high Japanese officers and 
asked for details of their schooling 
in America. 


On Aug. 20, 1942, he was moved | 


to the civic center, the former seat 
of the Chinese municipal govern- 
ment in Shanghai, and on April 
18, 1943, he was shifted to Nan- 


king. 


On June 14, this year 
his companions were moved to 
Peiping and remained there until 
the rescue mission dropped from 
the skies. 

In all their imprisonment, he 
said, they never heard any news 
of the war and had no idea it was 
about to end. 


BAILED OUT IN PARK 


Deshazer, who was bombardier 
in the same plane as Lt. Hite, 
said the whole flight from the 
carrier Hornet until the time they 
bailed out lasted 14 hours and 20 
minutes. When he bailed out at 
10:30 p. m. it was dark. 

“When I hit ground I landed on 
a Chinese grave,” he said. “It 
was swampy all around.’ I walked 
until 3 a.m. I found I was walk- 
ing in circles so I rested until 
daylight. 

“T found a road and walked 
along it. I saw a camp. I didn’t 
know whether it was Chinese or 
Japanese so |] walked up to a 
house. Some soldiers walked in 
with pistols and bayonets. I asked 
them if they were Chinese or 
Japanese. They said Chinese and

Georgia Planters Study 
Cotton Picking Machine

county are watching and waiting, and with a caution that is part of 
their inheritance, they are reserving judgment on a big red machine 
that looks like a cement mixer but picks cotton like 70 Negroes. 


Two weeks ago the big picker 
arrived in Waynesboro, and the 
farming folks from all around 
came into town to see what some 
people have dreamed of since Eli 
Whitney invented the cotton gin. 
The farmers came from Burke, 
Richmond, Screvens, Jenkins and 
Jefferson and stood around the 
machine. They climbed up on the | 
high driver’s seat and cranked the 
big motor.

but he wondered what the ma- 
chife would do to the legion of 
Negroes on his plantations. 

“I’m thinking about getting one 
of the pickers. It does a lot better 
than 1 thought it would. It’s a 
good machine and it will pick six 
or seven bales a day. But what 
about my Negroes? Some of them 
have been working for me for 30 
years. I’m not going to turn them 
away. 

“During cotton picking season 
the Negroes make the most money. 
They can’t live on what they make 
the rest of the year. Farm labor 
is short right now, so the machine 
will help. But what about after 
the war? I can’t turn my Negroes 
away and let them starve.. Look 
at it selfishly and tell me who 
will be here to chop cotton? The 
Negroes will leave when the ma- 
chine takes their job of picking 
cotton, and who will be here to 
chop cotton?” 

The price of the picker isn’t a 
question to most of the cotton bar- 
ons. The machine will pay for 
itself in a season on a medium- 
sized plantation. With the fuel oil 
on which the picker operates cost- 
ing only 11 cents a gallon, opera- 
tional costs are negligible. Burke 
county farms are mechanized and 
the picker is built on a regular 
Farmall tractor, so maintenance is 
no more of a question than any 
other tractor on their farms. 


PICKS DAMP COTTON 

Today, they saw the big ma- 
chine do the job with damp cot- 
ton—something they said it could 
never do. The barons examined 
the cotton that had been picked 
and there wasn’t excessive trash, 
leaves and bolls. They agreed the 
picker had done the job. 

At first some thought the grade 
of cotton might be reduced when 
it was picked by the machine, but 
today they talked it over and de- 
cided the grade would still be the 
same. One cotton farmer said he 
did not finish picking last year’s 
crop until March and by that time 
some of his cotton had turned blue 
and some had begun to rot. His 
yearly average in grade had been 
reduced because he was late get- 
ting his crop to the gin. The ma- 
chine might change the grade, but 
because it would pick so fast the 


yearly zverage would be the same.

| “The cotton stalks pass between 
| bumpers, or guards, and into the 
| teeth-like spindles on the front. 
| The spindles are turning and mov- 
‘ing back and forth,” Darracott ex- 
plained. “It is the movement of

from the bolls but they do not 
bother the green bolls, the stalk 
or the Jeaves. 


OPERATES AT 2 M. P. H. 


“The machine operates at about 
2 miles per hour and in 12 hours 
it will pick between seven and 
eight bales of dry cotton. Damp 
cotton slows down the machine. 
One man operates the entire ma- 
chine, he steers, and dumps when 
the basket is full. The machine 
will’dump the cotton in a truck. 


“After the cotton is stripped by 
the spindles it is blown up the 
circular pipe into the _ basket, 
which holds about a half a bale. 
All you have to do to dump the 
cotton is park by a truck and pull 
a lever. The machine will run in 
reverse and on the road it will go 
about 10 miles per hour.” 

The picker is the second in 
Georgia. The first is a smaller, 
less efficient machine that was 
made several years ago. Alexan- 
der’s new picker is built on a reg- 
ular Farmall tractor modified to 
accommodate the big picking ap- 
'paratus on the front and top. 

Though the machine looked 
| good, the barons said, and it seem- 
'ed to do the job, many are still 
'watching and waiting and holding

IT AIN'T PEANUTS NOW 


Goober Growers Map Plans 
To Protect Wartime Marts 


By HENRY LESESNE 
FOR THE ASSOCIATED PRESS. 


The peanut crop isn’t peanuts any longer. 


Production has more 


than doubled in two years; prices are two to three times higher 
than ever before; the crop is a $200,000,000-a-vear proposition. 


But that happy situation won't 


last, as the peanut industry is well 
aware. So the National Peanut! 
Council proposes to spend $1,000,-| 
000 in the next three years, to find 
new uses for the peanut, to study | 


insect infestation control, and to 
promote the peanut’s role in Amer- 
ican life. 

The war boom, which almost 
doubled per capita consumption of 
peanuts and peanut products, was 
due to several factors: Shortages 
of other foods; nonrationing of pea- 
nuts; shortages of other ingredients 
in confections, and lack of compe- 
tition from imported nuts, import- 
ed and domestic oils. 


All this, the peanut industry 
well knows, won’t last, now that 
the war is over. Industry leaders 
say even the government subsidy 
on peanut oil is liable to be elimi- 
nated. 


Says Walter A. Richards, of Co- 
lumbus, Ga., president of the Na- 
tional Peanut Council: 


“A frank and realistic appraisal 
of the facts about the peanut in- 
dustry leads us to the conclusion 
that our present situation is dan- 


gerous and may lead to a serious 
crisis.” 


As a solution, the industry 
carrying on research to develop 
new uses for the peanut. It is seek- 
ing to increase consumption as a 
food. Americans already eat more 
peanuts than any other people. 


In a sense a by-product of the 
depression after the last war, the 
National Peanut Council was form- 
ed four years ago. The organizers 
were a group of growers, ware- 
housemen, shellers, crushers, con- 
fectioners, peanut butter manufac- 
turers, salters, brokers and others 
connected with the industry. 

It was a fairly small organiza- 
Now all segments of 
the industry are represented on 
the board of directors. Every part 
of the industry contributes: finan- 
cially. 

The financing plan works like 
this: 

Growers pay — voluntarily — 25 
cents a ton on peanuts sold to 
sheller or crusher; cleaners and 
shellers contribute a like amount; 
crushers pay 5 cents a ton; bro- 
kers, one-fouth cent a bag, and 
salters, confectioners and peanut 
butter manufacturers, one cent a 
hundred pounds. 

The peanut was brought to 
America by slave traders and in- 
troduced to the south as hog feed. 
It still is a southern crop, cen- 
tered in three “belts,” each with 
its grower and other organizations. 

There is the southeastern belt— 
Alabama, Georgia, Florida and 
Mississippi; the Virginia-Carolinas 
belt—Virginia, the Carolinas and

DIVERSIFIED PLANTS 

Eighteen diversified plants will 
be visited by each student, includ- 
ing the following types: Laundry, 
department store, coffee and tea 
plants, foundry, plants having in- 
«trument assembly in small lots, 
radio assembly, small electric mo- 
tor manufacturing, meat packing, 
ice cream, box factories and a 
factory having medium machine 
work and one with light machine 
operation. 

All of these types of work can 
be done successfully by the blind, 
and demonstration of that fact is 
part of the advance job of Mc- 
Aulay and Chappell. 

Both men are themselves totally 
_ blind, but they go into the plants 
of employers whose co-operation 
they need, and, in their words, 
“put on a show” to convince 
bosses of the competence of sight- 
less persons in various industrial 
operations. ; 

“We just try to show them that 
® person without sight, who has 
had industrial training, -although 
he is new at a particular job, can 
do just as well in the first 10 
minutes as any sighted person 
who is new at the job,” McAulay 
explained. 

MECHANICAL ENGINEER 

Before losing his sight in an in- 
dustrial accident in 1924, Mc- 
Aulay, a veteran of World War I, 
was a mechanical engineer in 
Seattle, Wash. Learning to sur- 
mount his own handicap, he went 
into rehabilitation work on the 
. West Coast in 1937, and became a 
federal specialist, a _ self-styled 
“Sureaucrat,” in Washington, D. 
C., in 1942. 

Chappell, a native of Portland, 
Wash., lost his sight through 
2 baseball accident in 1922. He 
had been trained as a vocational 
teacher. 

Upon passage of the Bardin and 
LaFollette bill, Uncle Sam recall- 
ed J. F. Clunk, who had gone 
from his native Ohio to pioneer in 
this type of work in Canada. 
Clunk streamlined his own pro- 
gram from a six months’ to a .six 
weeks’ intensive training course, 
given by the national office at 
Baltimore, Md., and attended by 
McAulay and Chappell. 

“But the demand for trained 
blind people in industry has been 
greater than the supply,” McAulay 
said. “Since this is to be basically 
@ state program, when we needed 
to expand we had to pick the 
state that was already most ad- 
vanced in our kind of work, to 
put on an institute that could be 


kind of demonstration work in 
their own areas. 

“Because the training is so in- 
tensive and thorough, the groups 
have to be small. There will be 
nine in the class in October, in- 

tructed in job relations and job 
operations. Groups of three at a 
time will spend three days doing 
the different types of work offer- 
in the various co-operating 

plants. That way they ‘will devel- 
op vocational adaptability and 
flexibility so that they will not 
be limited to.one routine activity.

Open Letter 
Casts Sides 
With Jacobs 


Five labor leaders from Atlanta 
have released an “open letter to 
the pardon and parole board” in 
connection with the failure of the 
board to act favorably on a peti- 


tion for pardon or parole for Jos- 
eph Jacobs, Atlanta attorney, now 
serving a sentence of one year on 
charges of receiving stolen goods. 

The board acted Aug. 20. 

Jacobs, who had established a 
national reputation as an attorney 
for organized labor, also operated 
a jewelry repair shop. He was 
convicted of receiving articles of 
jewelry stolen in burglaries after 
several articles were found in his 
establishment. 

Denying the charge, Jacobs told 
the jury he devoted the bulk of 
his time to his law practice, leav- 
ing the management of the shop 
entirely in the hands of a repair- 
man. A convicted burglar testi- 
fied all his business dealings had 
been with Jacobs. 

The five signers of the document 
are: George L. Googe, southern 
representative, American Federa- 
tion of Labor; John S, Martin, vice 
president and southern regional 
director of International Ladies’ 
Garment Workers Union; AFL, 
Carmen Lucia, southern represent-

Trolley, Bus 
Innovations 
Announced 


Complete details of the substi- 
tution of trackless trolleys and 
gasoline buses on the Highland 


avenue line, in place of street 
cars, have been announced by the 
Georgia Power Company. 

The new service will go into ef- 
fect Monday, Sept. 3, immediate- 
ly following the lifting of restric- 
tions on the use of rubber-tired 
vehicles. The Office of Defense 
Transportation has cancelled these 
restrictions effective Sept. 1. 

The following changes will be 
made: 

1. The new 


trackless trolley 
line will have Forrest-Noble or 
Forrest-Lanier destination signs. 
From Peachtree and Houston, it 
will operate on Houston, Court- 
land, Forrest avenue, North ave- 
nue, Highland avenue and John- 
son road to Noble drive. It will 
follow the same routing inbdund, 
except that it will run from High- 
land on North avenue and Lin- 
wood to Forrest and on Ivy in- 
stead of Courtland. The Forrest 
and Stewart avenue trackless trol- 
ley lines will be connected into 
a single line. From Peachtree and 
Houston trolleys will operate 
through town on Peachtree and 
Whitehall to Stewart avenue. 
ROUTE OF NEW BUS LINE 

2. A new bus line will take the 
place of the street car line on the 
section of Highland avenue be- 
tween town and North avenue. It 
will opérate on Houston, Jackson 
street and Highland avenue to 
Ponce de Leon. It will 
around by way of Ponce de Leon, 
Seminole, Vaud street and High- 


jland and return to town over the 


same route. In town, it will make 
another loop from Houston to Ivy, 
Edgewood and Pryor to Houston. 
The routing on Jackson street is 
temporary because of the condi- 
tion of the paving on Hillard be- 
tween Houston and Highland. The 
new buses will have Highland- 
Ponce de Leon destination signs.

To some people reconversion 
means nylon hose. To someone 
else it means a new automobile. 
Some think it means a new re- 
frigerator and others are afraid it 
means their salaries will be cut 
and they will get a smaller pay 
check. But if you fellows were 
hack here you would hear the 
word, or something it means, every 
time you turn a corner, stop for 
a light or ride a trolley. 

Reconversion to you ° fellows 
means a return to civilian clothes 
and no more shavetails, but to 
Georgia it is a word that means 
an end to the war and to the old 


emer Georgia. 


When you fellows get home you 
will see many of the fruits of re- 
conversion, or at least you will see 
the budding of that fruit. Georgia 
will be blossoming with a General 
Motors plant where Pontiacs, Olds- 
mobiles and Buicks are made, an 
enlarged Chevrolet plant and a 
new and huge Ford assembly plant 
growing from the soil where noth- 
ing but cotton once could be 
grown, 

There will be new freezer lock- 
ers in many Georgia cities. The 
poultry business of north Georgia 
will be capable of supplying sev- 
eral states. In many, many Geor- 
gia towns industrial plants of man- 
ifold types will have gobbled up 
state labor and reconverted it 
from cotton choppers, tobacco 
growets and peach packers to 
skilled industrial workers, manu- 
facturers and producers of me- 
chanical goods, 

By the time many of you fel- 
lows come home Georgia’s recon- 
version will be just about com- 
pleted and the — will never be 
the same again. me of you will 
come home ohiie he state is in 
the middle of reconversion. Those 
of you who do, can watch and ‘be 
a part of that change. Some of 
your buddies are already home, 
mingling in the great process. 

But whoever you are and re: 
gardless of where you might be, 
this is a letter to tell you not to 
be surprised. The Georgia that 
you knew is going and soon it will 
be completely faded. The new 
Georgia, the reconverted Georgia, 
postwar Georgia, industrialized 
Georgia, will be here instead. 

Be ready and don’t be surprised. 
By late 1946 reconversion will be 
about complete and what you 
might have known in 1940 or '41, 
will be altered or gone forever. 
Some day people in Georgia will 
speak reverently of ante-bellum 
Georgia but what they will mean 
will be the state before World 
War II. They will no longer mean 
before the War Between the 
States.

The British Play Politics as Usual 


A few days ago President Harry S. 
Truman announced that with the coming 
of peace, politics now could emerge into 
the open and take its proper place. 


This, we beljeve,-should be the preface 
to the current discussion with regard to 
termination of Lend-Lease which brought 
forth mildly anguished comments from 
Prime Minister of England Clement Attlee 
and from-a chunky old gentleman on the 
opposition benches identified in news 
items as hailing from a small rural con- 
stituency and as being named Winston 
Churchill. 

Both these gentlemen protested the 
abruptness of the termination, apparently 
feeling there should have been a lingering 
sort of death to Lend-Lease. 


Now, obviously both are well-informed. 


Each knew that Mr. Truman had no al- 
ternative. Congress already had decreed 
that with the end of the war there should 
be an end to Lend-Lease, a valuable in- 
strument from which we have received 
full value in war results and saving of 
American lives. American opinion will 
support the congressional decision and its 
enactment by the president. 


We will be willing to wager as much 
as a shilling that the two English poli- 
ticians took Mr. Truman at his word. The 
political season now being open, they likely 
were preparing the way for a request for 
a loan—such as the Soviet Union already 
has made. Something like five billion dol- 
lars with ‘little or no interest. Well, we 
think the risk a good one. Mr. Attlee is 
not interested, any more than was Winston 
Churchill, in liquidating the empire.

No Christian 
Need Mourn Franco 


President Harry S. Truman and the British 
government have denounced the government of 
Ts Francisco Franco in Spain, 

: There are excellent reasons for this denouncement. The record 
of cruelty; of friendship for Hitler, Mussolini and Japan; the mes- 
sages of congratulations sent these governments on their vic- 
tories; the hopes expressed by Franco that Fascism, with all it 
represented, would triumph over the Allied nations of England 
and the United States, leave him no real basis for being tolerated. 

From the standpoint of scientific advancement, education and 
civilization, Spain has been for centuries a relatively backward 
country. As late as 1930 less than half the people could read or 
write. Her history has been one of war and rebellions; of civil 
strife and kings not celebrated for much other than dissipation, 
cruelty of war. Since 1936 Spain has known almost nothing but 
uncompromising civil war. That period of years has further 
meee. her material and social strength. She now is at her low- 
est ebb. 

A neutrdi in the first World War, Spain attained a new pros- 
perity which was augmented by the brief boom of the period from 
1919 to 1921, inclusive. These years, with the four war years, 
brought forth in some strength a new class—businessmen and wage 
earners conscious of new strength. 

A war diversion begun against the Riffs in Spanish Morocco 
ended disastrously. Spain began to go to pieces politically. A 
dictator, Rivera, was named. He lasted until 1929 and by 1931 
a republic had been established... It opened 10,000 schools and 
began to grapple timidly with the land problem. It never moved 
strongly, temporizing the main issues. 

On July 17, 1936, Francisco Franco led a revolution against his 
government, but in Madrid and Barcelona the people chased his 
soldiers from their barracks. His revolt was dying when Italian 
troop planes began arriving, en masse, bringing Moorish troops 
from North Africa to Seville. Full civil.war began. 


Nonintervention Europe was uneasy. Hitler and Mussolini 


were crying for war. England and France 
declared for nonintervention and the United States followed Eng- 
land’s lead. Soviet Russia—and this is an important point—also 
joined the noninterventionists, but insisted that if Germany and 
Italy sustained the insurgents she would sustain the government, 

Answer by Germany and Italy was to send detachments of their 
regular armies, including mechanized forces and air power. The 
Soviets entered but never, for some reason, in any strength. The 
nonintervention policy of Europe meant only the Spanish govern- 
ment could receive no help. 

Atrocities prevailed on both sides. Of these on the government 

side many were directed at the Catholic church, both its property 
and its personnel. Until then there had been no hint or sugges- 
tion there was any religious aspect to the war. Indeed, some of 
the bishops of the church wer~ supporting the government. 

But the wily Franco seized on these atrocities and employed 
them to give to the war a religious aspect. He readily saw ‘the 
enormous political and sentimental advantages to be gained and 
played this aspect to the limit in the most brazen, cynical and suc- 
cessful fashion. 

He succeeded in bringing to his side many Christians, both 
Catholic and Protestant, by filling the air and what publications 
he could reach with claims the government sought to destroy 
Christianity. , 

There is no evidence of anything but cynical use of the church 
by Franco to serve his own ends. In following this course he often, 
and never without great ostentation, made many concessions and 
public protestations of his faith . . . always before cameras. 

The position of the Vatican had been plain with regard to 
Fascism whether it be Hitler’s, Mussolini’s, Hirohito’s or Franco’s. 

Pope Pius proclaimed it to be an enemy of religion and of the 
dignity of man. 


Franco, like Laval, of France; like Quis- 


Anti-Democracy ling, of Norway; like all those who turned 


on their own people to support Nazi Germany, believed firmly in 
a Nazi victory. 

At the time of Pearl Harbor Franco’s official publication com- 
mented: “Japan has reached the limit of her patience. She could 
no longer tolerate the interference of the United States.” 

In January of 1942 the Japanese marched into Manila. They 
murdered and pillaged like Franco’s troops. Later on, when it 
became evident Japan was to be defeated, Franco cynically broke 
off relationships with Japan because of her treatment of Spanish 
— in that occupation.

The widespread fear in this 
country of mixing politics with re- 
ligion, is the fear of some sort of 
union of church and state. While 
this is a wholesome fear, to my 
mind the danger is quite remote. 
There is, however, a much deep- 
er danger than this, and that is 
that religion may become partisan, 
The very genius of. the Christian 


religion is its unselfishness, while 
the very breath of partisan polli- 
tics is its passion to win. The es- 
sence of the true religion is its 
desire to help others, and it is 
willing to lose if by losing it may 
help. The Cross has rightly be- 
come the symbol of Christianity, 
because it reveals a spirit which 
is willing to die that others may 
live, 

Yet this religion must seek to 
make its spirit dominant in the 
lives of men. To do this it must 
influence the entire life, social, 
commercial and_ political. This 
great purpose of religion can not 
be attained in the abstract. A 
principle to be helpful must find 
a Bethlehem, because a_ truth 
which is to serve human life must 
become flesh and dwell among us. 


Now the essence of democracy 
is the right of the individual to 
choose for himself, and finds its 
primary expression at the ballot 
box. This primary privilege, how- 
ever, carries with it a primary re- 
sponsibility. Without this privi- 
lege there can be no genuine free- 
dom. Here is our deep sin against 
democracy in the disfranchisement 
of the Negro. The supreme re- 
sponsibility, which goes with this 


privilege, is absolutely necessary 


|for the development of character.

‘Christian church—nor any other 
organization—has the right to dic-

Tariff Attitudes 
Are Being Reversed 


According to Cason Callaway, the Hamilton, 

Ga., farmer who had quite a bit of business ex- 

perience before turning to the soil in a scientific 

way, the attitudes of the farmer and the businessman on tariff are 
being reversed. The farmer, who always has favored free trade, 
is going to want restrictions on imports in the postwar period. The 
businessman, who always has favored high tariffs, is going to want 
low tariffs in the future. So says Mr. Callaway. He bases his opin- 
10n on the presumption that moneyed America is going to import 


«those things which don’t cost much, but which take a lot of labor to 


produce; while this country will be shipping out high-priced items 
it can manufacture on a mass production basis. This country can 
manufacture steel items, such as automobiles. Low-priced items 
which take hard work to produce are principally agricultural prod- 
ducts, Which means that America may be exporting a lot of steel 
products and importing a lot of agricultural products, he says. Big 
business will be wanting to erase the high tariff walls so the stee! 
products can move freely, while the farmer will want a tariff wall 
to protect him from foreign competition, Callaway recalled his futile 
efforts 13 years ago to replace imported jute bags with cotton bags. 
Northern mills didn’t want to pay the higher price for the cotton 
bags. Since the dne-party south doesn’t have any political influence, 
Callaway says, it could not force a tariff on jute to protect the cot- 
ton market. . 

“Lzbor probably will be the south’s friend-at-court in the battle 
on free trade,” Callaway says. “Labor probably will fight to protect 
itself from low-wage competition of other nations.” 


Callaway’s remarks were made to members of the state agricul- 
tural and industrial board, of which Callaway—sponsor of the famed 
Callaway farm plan—is a member of the agricultural committee. 
His sentiments were cheered by State Agriculture Commissioner 
Tom Linder, who }.ad just returned from a Washington conference 
with Secretary of Agriculture Anderson. Linder had told the agri- 
culture secretary that the American market should be protected for 
the American farmer. 

Those are the sentiments of the two leading planners of Geor- 


gia’s agricultural future. 

Mayor Ed Stevens, of Dawson, took his seat 
Let Folks Know on the state agricultural and industrial board 
the other day, and immediately told the planners that a major reason 
Georgia small towns aren’t progressing is that hey just don’t know 
how to go about getting help. Big cities with their’ highly skilled 
technicians and governmental experts working full time with their 
eyes on all new developments on the federal, state and local fronts 
know how to get help in their proposed expansion. But the “coun- 
try boys away off from Atlanta” don’t always know that they can 
obtain special priorities for new nouses when there is a shortage 
of homes; don't always know they can get fedéral money to help 
them plan for the future, and don’t always know they can obtain 
state help in drawing up their plans or bringing in new industries, 
Stevens says all tveorgia towns and counties ought to know that they 
can obtain information and expert advice from the state agricultural 


and industrial board. 

. : The keynote to Georgia’s future is 
Agricultural Industries the development of industries tied 
into farming. This was agreed upon by Gov. Arnall, Tom Linder, 
Cason Callaway, Wiley Moore, and other members of the ANID 
board. Since Georgia is an agricultural state, new industries should 
be those practical enough to use the raw products at hand—and not 
have to import products from other states to be manufactured. Such 
new industries would save the farmers the freight of having to ship 
their products to northern processors, and would give Georgians the 
added profits of selling the finished, rather than the raw, product. 
King Tucker, of Waynesboro, says this state should have a to- 
bacco processing plant in view of its big tcsacco crop. ... Georgia 
tobacco growers are more or less at the mercv of out-of-state buyers 
now. Moore says moves already are being made to build feed mulls 
so the state can feed its own growing livestock and chicken indus 
tries at lower costs. Lee Trimble says the lack of guaranteed pro- 
duction has prevented several canning plants from coming into 
Georgia.

If you had asked me I 
would have said that his side had 
been making politics right along 
and that the propaganda from the 
Communist unions of the CIO, 
which ] have been receiving, 
hasn't sounded non-political to me. 
Nor neither has it seemed to me 
that the treatment of Adm. Hus- 
band E. Kimmel and Maj. Gen. 
Walter Short, even under Mr, Tru- 
man’s own presidency, has been 
non-political. On the contrary, my 
opinion has been that Mr. Tru- 
man has been covering up his late 
chief, Franklin D, Roosevelt, at 
the expense of two good Ameri- 
can citizens who have publicly de- 
manded a fair trial with a@ right 
to present their own witnesses and 
to cross-examine those of. the 
prosecution so that the nation may 
learn whether they were guilty of 
dereliction, incompetence, neglect, 
treason or anything else and, if 
not, who was guilty, and of what. 


It may be remembered that on 
Aug. 22, last year, Adm. Kimmel 
wrote Mr. Truman a _ letter in 
which he said, “Your innuendo 
that Gen. Short and I were not 
on speaking terms, is not true. 
Your statements alleging failure to 
co-operate and co-ordinate our ef- 
forts are equally false.” 

Adm. Kimmel is still in the 
United States Navy, on the retired 
list, and is subject to punishment 
for calling his commander-in-chief 
a liar unless he can prove his case. 
It is true that Mr. Truman was 
not president then, but the ad- 
miral has not retracted a word of 
that letter so it still goes as to 
President Truman. He didn’t re- 
sort to any such grease as “you 
are misinformed” or “you are mis- 
taken.” He accused Truman of 
falsehood and the case is no Jong- 
er a mere hot potato that can be 
cooled off by time, but a historic 
issue of. political persecution or 
historic failure on the part of the 
two officers. 


For more than two years, the 
Navy and War departments re- 
fused to try these men, the ex- 
cuse being that such a trial would 
hamper, in the performance of 
combat and administrative duties, 
active officers in the war against 
Japan whose personal presence 
and testimony would be required, 
and that secret information of 
value to the Japanese might be 
divulged to them. Those excuses 
have now vanished. Meanwhile, 
unable to stand off the demand 
entirely, the departments, by or- 
der of congress, held inquiries and 
vindicated Kimmel and Short to 
the extent of saying that they 
were charged with no offenses 
which would justify trials by 
court-martial® Nevertheless, the 
departments suppressed the testi- 
mony, the evidence and the find- 
ings, and insisted that further in- 
vestigations were necessary and 
were being made. 


These men, under American 
law, are presumed to be innocent, 
but they were tried by a kangaroo 
court named by President Roose- 
velt soon after Pearl Harbor, and 
that court, designated a “commit- 
tee,” under the presidency of 
Owen J. Roberts, then a justice 
of the supreme court, since re- 
signed, performed a service of 
great temporary advantage to Mr. 
Roosevelt, who was its client as 
well as its founder, and inflicted 
grievous wrong on the two offi- 
cers. 


It “convicted” them of “derelic- 
tion of duty” after assuring them 
that they were not on trial, as of 
course they could not be in that 
forum because it had no more 
standing than so many gossips in 
a saloon and no formal charges 
had been filed to which they 
could make answer. 


“Dereliction of duty” meant to 
the American people, for a period 
of time, that Kigamel and Short 
were responsible for a disaster 
which cost 3,000 immediately and 
God only knows how. many more 
lives in the subsequent war to 
drive the Japs back from the posi- 
tions which this preliminary stroke 
enabled them to seize. It meant 
that they were responsible for the 
destruction or prolonged elimina- 
tion from the fight of eight battle- 
ships and other vessels in greatest 
naval disaster in history and the 
commission did wrong in accept- 
ing the assignment in the first 
place under orders which confined 
its inquiry to possible derelictions 
or errors of judgment by “Army 
and Navy personnel,” but, by their 
wording, precluded consideratior 
of any possibility that civilian of- 
ficers of the government in Wash- 
ington could have been primarily 
or solely at fault. 


A forgotten but extremely im- 
portant item in this case is a press 
association dispatch from Boston 
on Nov, 24, 1941, 13 days before 
Pearl Harbor, in which Sen. 
Claude Pepper, of Florida, one of 
the most influential political ser- 
geants of Mr. Roosevelt, was 
quoted as saying: “We are only 
waiting for Japan to cross a line 
before we start shooting. I do 
not know exactly where that line 
is and I am not sure the Presi- 
dent knows where it is. But when 
they cross it we will start shoot- 
ing. The actual declaration of 
war is a legal technicality and 
technicalities are held in 
abeyance as long as those brigands 
continued in force.” ; 


In view of the intimacy between 
the President and Pepper at the 
time, the Japanese ambassador in 
Washington would have been dere- 
lict in his duty if he failed to 
advise hWijs government that the 
United States apparently was plan- 
ing to start a war with a sneak 
punch. Kimmel and Short were 
not advised of any such intention 
and they were restricted, down to 
the last hour, by orders forbid- 
ding them to take any protective 
and precautionary measures be- 
yond those of the No. 1 alert, 
which, in the words of the Roberts 
report, “Is a defense against acts 
of sabotage and uprising within 
the islands, with no threat from 
without.”

A person who can combine a 17th Century Adam secretary and

Such a person is Bessie Pope (Mrs. Malcolm) Therrel, and proof 
that she deserves the multiple compliment is the Pace’s Ferry road 
home she has recently acquired and transformed into a place of re- 


markable beauty, practically in the 


twinkling of an eye. 


Built by former Gov. and Mrs. Hugh Dorsey and more recently 
owned by Dr. and Mrs. John Duncan, the house of wide white clap- 
board is rambling in design and follows the curve of an arc, the long 
drawing room with high vaulted ceiling being flanked on one end by 
a wing containing a library, dining room and kitchen, and on the 


other by a morning room and, 
three bedrooms and baths. Run- 
ning the length of the drawing 
room at the rear is a deep screen- 
ed porch which opens onto a 
grassy terrace furnished with Bay | 
awninged chairs and tables, with | 
a view of the Chattahoochee glint- 
ing in the sun some 500 yards 
away. 

The house, which has been 
named Woodville for Mr. Therrel’s 
native home, Woodville, Miss., is 
a perfect treasure trove of period 
furniture, imported rugs, priceless 
china, porcelains and objects of 
art from practically every coun- 
try in the world, You see, Bessie 
is a collector at heart and an in- 
veterate traveler by habit.

What Goes On Backstage 
In the Literary Pageant 


By CAROLYN COGGINS 


BEN LUCIEN BURMAN is now 
vacationing on Cape Cod, succumb- 
ing to what he assures us is his 
natural bent—being lazy. His ye 
book, “Rooster Crows for Day,” 
out tomorrow, now that he han 
comfortably put out of his mind 
memory of how hard he worked 
writing it—every day for two 
years, twelve and thirteen hours 
a day. Even so, this is the quick- 
est he has ever written any of his 
six books. He begins writing after 
a noontime breakfast and keeps at 
it until around gone a. m. That 
is the influence of his newspaper 
background, for he often reminds 
himself that it has been so many 
years since anyone told him to do 
his work at night that he just as 
well change to more civilized pro- 
cedure—but he never does. 


He wrote six drafts of this story 
before it was done to suit him. 
When it was finished, the publish- 
ers did not even bother to proof 
read the manuscript, knowing 
from experience that Burman is 
a perfectionist who had already 
struggled over each word. 

Although Burman has known 
he was going to be a writer from 
the minute he could read, fate 
has taken a hand in deciding for 
him what he should do next. He 
had left his home in Covington, 
Ky., for a Harvard education and 
several newspaper jobs—the last of 
which was on the Old World—when 
the latter’s collapse caused his de- 
flation also. He went home to get 

up steam. One day when he was 
much depressed he sat looking at 
the river down there in Covington 
again—just as he had all his 
childhood. While pondering the 
subject of what to do next, the 
river suggested the answer. Since 
he knew the river so well, why 
not write about it. He wrote “Min- 
strels of the Mist,” in 1922 and 
nearly starved to death trying to 
sel] it and other stories between 
then and 1926 when it was final- 
ly published in Pictorial Review. 
It was only a matter of days after 
it appeared that he had $8,000 
worth of work signed up and was 
rapidly turned into a novelist 
about the Mississippi river. 

This is the sixth book he has 
produced in something over twen- 
tv vears and, fortunately for him, 
their popularity has been such 
that he has not gone back to the 
slim diet of thin air, endured in 
the early twenties. In fact the 
articles for Reader’s Digest would 
supply luxurious fare, with plenty 
left over to provide for the travel- 
ing which inspires his writing. 

He was so annoyed because be- 
ing shot up in the last war pre- 
vented his getting an opportunity 
to be shot up in this one that he 
sent himself to Africa.

We said good-bye wishing his 
new novel success. But privately 
we are a little jealous .. 
“Steamboat Round the Bend” and 
“Blow for a Landing” are Ameri- 
cana.

WESLEY’S BARE FEET

MUCH HAS BEEN WRITTEN about science, some of it too tech- 
nical and complicated for the layman to understand, and some of it 


so popular that there has been little science left. 


Occasionally, how- 


ever, a book comes along which combines popular appeal and sub- 


stance. 


Such a volume is the new “The Autobiography of Science” 


(Doubleday, Doran), edited by Forest Ray Moulton and Justice J. 


Schiffers. 

This is a popular history of} 
science in the words of the men) 
who made it—the literature of} 
science by its own great masters. 
Unique among anthologies, this 
volume presents Hippocrates writ-| 
ing on medicine, Leonardo da Vin- 
ci on flight, Newton on gravita-| 
tion, Harvey on blood circulation, | 
Benjamin Franklin on electricity, | 
Darwin on natural selection, Curie | 
on radium, Freud on psychoanaly- 
sis, and many others. 

This collection clearly estab- 
lishes, in the opinion of the edi-| 
tors (and many readers will share 
this view) that “good ‘science 
makes good reading.” Contrary to! 
a popular misconception, “the great) 
scientists have proved amazingly | 
adept at communicating their great | 
truths to their fellow men.” They 
have written passages here and 
there which “partake of the high- 
est qualities of literary style.” 

IN CHOOSING THE CONTENT 
for this book, the editors have 
been guided principally by two 
criteria: (1) those things which 
were important as “turning points” 
in. history, and (2) readability. 
“We have tried to locate the best 
thing a man ever said or wrote) 
about the most important thing he 
ever did or thought,” write the 
editors. ‘“Figuratively speaking, 
we have attempted to plan an 
itinerary through the history of 
science which would enable the 
reader to behold for himself all | 
the great monuments and ‘points

Survey Shows 


Declines in South Atlantic States 


MINNEAPOLIS, Aug. 2 —| 
FHlome building in 34 cities of eight | 
South Atlantic states last year de- | 
ereased 54.7 per cent in volume) 
and 48.6 per cent in value from) 
the preceding year, thereby reach- 
ing the lowest levels in nine years, 
D. E. Ryan, vice president of In- 
vestors Syndicate, revealed here| 
today. | 

“A promising postwar demand 
for new homes and considerable 
remodeling in these cities,’ con- 
tinued Mr. Ryan, “is indicated. | 
Only 18.9 per cent of the dwell- 
{ng units in these cities have been 
built since 1930.” 

Cities used in this survey were 
Washington, D. C.; Wilmington, 
Del.; Jacksonville, Miami, St. Pe- 
tersburg and Tampa, Fla.; Atlanta, 
Augusta, Columbus, Macon, Savan- 
mah, Ga.; Baltimore, Cumberland 
and Hagerstown, Md.; Asheville, 
Charlotte, Durham, Greensboro, 
Wilmington and Winston-Salem, 
WN. C.; Charleston, Columbia and 
Greenville, S. C.; Lynchburg, 
Newport News, Norfolk, Peters- 
burg, Portsmouth, Richmond and 
Roanoke, Va.; Charleston, Clarks- | 
burg, Huntington and Wheeling, | 
West Virginia. 

There were 1,241,908 dwelling 
wnits in these cities on Jan. l, 
1945. Of these 234,530, figures 
made available by Investors Syn- 
dicate show, were built since Jan. 
1, 1930. This means that 81.1 per 
eent of the families in these cities 
are living in accommodations 
more than 15 years old. 

“These - cities,” explained Mr. 
Ryan, in commenting on the com- 

ny’s latest annual national hous- 

g survey, “provided new homes 
in 1944 for 27,072 people. This is 
32.708 fewer, or 54.7 per cent less 
than the 1943 total of 59,780. Last 
year new housing was furnished 
for 3,608 fewer people, or 11.8 per 
cent less than the 30,680 total in 
1930, which the national building 
industry considers a ‘normal’ year. 

“Volume during 1944 in these 34 
South Atlantic cities represented 
2.9 per cent of the total residential 
building for the 15-year period. 
Volume peak of 152,508 came in 
1941, while the low was in 1933, 
when only 8,724 people were fur- 
nished with new homes.” 4

“Last year’s valuations consti- 
tuted 2.5 per cent of the new home 
values created in the 1930-1944 pe- 
riod. Peak of new home valua- 
tions of $122,300,416 came in 1941, 
while the low of $7,773,983 was 
hit in 1933. 

“For every dollar spent during 
the prewar years on new residen- 
tial construction only 42 cents 
were expended during the war 
years. 

COSTS PER PERSON ADVANCE 

“Average per person new hous- 
ing in these 34 South Atlantic 
cities in 1944 was $755.74, an ad- 
vance of $90.18 or 13.5 per cent 
above the 1943 cost of $665.56 and 
$412.09 under the 1930 average of 
$1,167.83. Cost of new housing per 
person for the 1930-1944 period 
averaged $856.52. The 1944 aver- 
age per person cost, therefore, was 
11.8 below the 15-year-average. 

“The average cost per person of 
new housing in the three war 
years was $780.97 against $810.33 
in the three prewar years, a de- 
cline of 3.6 per cent. 

“Federal housing again declined. 
In 1944 federal construction pro- 
vided new homes for 6,988 peo- 
ple, a drop of 4,204, or 37.6 per 
cent from the 11,192 total in 1943. 
New federal housing sheltered 35,- 
136 people in 1942, Valuations of 
such federal homes were $6,336.326 
in 1944, and $6,536,014 in 1943. 
The 1942 total was $38,341,344. 
Average per person cost of such 
home building in 1944 was $906.74, 
an advance of $322.75 or 55.3 per 
cent over the 1943 cost of $583.99.

For Hospital Site 
Is Now Resold 


Purchase of 14 acres of prettily 
wooded vacant land on Piedmont 
road, just beyond Pelham -road, 
has been contracted for by a local 
group of investors, headed by Ben 
J. Massell, and while no definite 
plans are announced by its pur- 
chasers, it is thought likely it will 
be well developed later as a sub- 
division of pretty homes or apart- 
ments. 

The sale is being made by the 
trustees of the Jesse Parker Wil- 
liams hospital for a consideration 
of $20,000. The tract was bought 
in 1931 by the trustees for the 
purpose of erecting on it the Jesse 
Parker Williams hospital. How- 
ever, later on the hospital was 
erected on a large lot at the cor- 
ner of Peachtree and Prescott 
streets, nearby the Crawford W. 
Long Memorial hospital, it being 
operated -in connection with that 
hospital. 

Since the erection of the Jesse 
Parker Williams hospital, com- 
pleted some three or four years 
ago, it has served a fine, useful 
and needed service to this commu- 
nity. It is equipped with 66 beds, 
and they are continuously occu- 
pied by patients. It is operated 
especially and only for women and 
children under 12, and admission 
to it is regulated by the financial 
condition of applicants, but no one 
is refused, when there is room, 
because of inability to pay. 

Mr. Williams, in whose memory 
it was founded by his wife after 
his death, came to Atlanta many 
years ago from his operations in 
naval stores in south Georgia and 
Florida, and died here a few years 
later. His wife, before her death 
some years ago, to commemorate 
his memory, provided the funds to 
establish a hospital bearing his 
name. A board of trustees was set 
up, and that board has supervision 
of the operation of the hospital. 
It was the seller of the Piedmont 
road tract of land originally 
bought, but now not needed, as the 
Peachtree site was later agreed 
upon and utilized. The present 
board of trustees is composed of 
W. E. Mitchell. chairman; R. B. 
Wilby, Clark Howell, Charles H. 
Jagels and N. Baxter Maddox, with 
Richard A. Denny, secretary.

The men behind the story 


RIGHT FACE. Today THIS WEEK 
begins a new series of reports from 
the Pacific, written on the run by two 
Army correspondents, Lieut. John 
Keating and Sgt. Jack Sher. The first 
one, on this page, was authored by 
Sergeant Sher. Of those to come, 
some will be by Sher, some by Keat- 
ing, and occasionally the two will 
collaborate on the same piece. 

These reports will not be up-to-the- 
minute tactical accounts of battles 
_ fought. Instead they are intended to 
* give you an idea of how GI’s think, 
feel and act as they live and fight on 
small atolls and barren islands. 

The co-authors of this new feature 
are both veteran newsmen. Sergeant 
Sher is already well known to THIS 
WEEK readers through his light- 
hearted sketches of Hollywood per- 
sonalities. He’s 32 and is known to 
his friends as The Shape — he weighs 
133, looks like a split matchstick. 


ISLAND-HOPPERS. Keating is 27 
and outweighs Sher by all of two 
pounds. A former New York news- 
paperman, he has been in the Army 
for three years. John was a GI for 
a year, still has trouble remembering 
not to salute second lieutenants. 
Both are New Yorkers, Keating by 
birth and Sher by adoption. 
Covering the Pacific for the Army, 
these island-hopping news hounds 
have been hitting places like the Gil-

berts, Marshalls, Marianas, Phoenix 
and Volcano Islands. Makin, Tarawa, 
Kwajalein, Saipan, Tinian, Iwo Jima 
and Okinawa are almost as familiar 
as Forty-second Street to Keating 
and Sher. 

They got the idea for the series 
when servicemen who had furloughed 
at home told them how little civilians 
knew about the Pacific. 

THIS WEEK doesn’t know where 
the writers are just now. Last reports 
had them working out of the Pacific 
Fleet’s Advance Headquarters at 
Guam, where the two Army men 
were busy arguing with the Navy and 
learning that a wall is a bulkhead. *

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Pacific Report

About the men who sweat out 


the war on lonely atolls .*. 


ene said, ““There it is!” And 
everyone got up off the floor and 
looked out of the plgne’s portholes. 

Kwajalein, in the 4arly morning, looked 
unbelievably beautiful, the way every coral 
island looks from eight thousand feet. 

“Oooh, pretty!”’ said one of the nurses, 
looking down at the atoll. 

We circled the island and went in for a 
landing. At five thousand feet, Kwaj still 
looked “‘oooh, pretty.”’ At two thousand 
it began to look lanely. At one thousand 
feet it looked like a flat, hot rock covered 
with sand. At five hundred feet, it looked 
like hell. : 

As we rolled along the airstrip, the in- 
side of the plane began to heat up. When 
the plane stopped and we climbed out, 
the glare was blinding. We stood and 
blinked at the men who came out to meet 
the plane. They looked at us with dull, 
uninterested eyes. 


I Lookep at Keating, who was looking 
as happy as a hangover. 

““Sher,”” Keating said, “why don’t you 
look up this character ‘Rock-Happy 
Roger’? I'll try to find us a dry martini.” 

“‘Roger it is,”” I said. — 

Roger, the rock-happy fellow, is not 
such a character as he sounds, but a very 
capable, bald young sergeant named 
Russell Beggs, who used to be an MP and 
comes from Detroit. Beggs runs the GI 
radio station at Kwajalein and is quite 
famous throughout the Pacific for a zany 
radio program he writes and broadcasts. 

I crawled around in the heat, but never 
did find Beggs. Everyone I talked to on 
Kwaj was rock-weary, bored to dullness 
and “sweating out’’ rotation or furlough. 

Finally, I came to the tent of the Spe- 
cial Service officer, who was sitting at a 
table looking at another officer. They 
were sifting there like two chess players 
who hadn’t moved in days. They were 
also waiting for rotation. A couple of 
nice, bored guys. They couldn’t seem to 
drum up any interest in conversation and 
neither could I. 

I bought a can of warm grapefruit juice 
at the PX and returned to a tent near the 
airstrip to wait for Keating. Pretty soon 
he came up, also carrying a can of grape- 
fruit juice, walking slowly as if he were a 
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character who had come straight out of 
*“Tobacco Road.”’ 

“You know,” Keating said listlessly, 
“walking around on this rock made me 
think of islands like Makin and Canton 
— places the war has passed by. Places 
where a few GI’s sit and sweat and curse 
the rock and the heat and the war and the 
monotony. 

I shifted over on my bench and made 
room for Keating to sit down. He drooped 
forward, his elbows on his knees, dangling 
the can of grapefruit juice in one limp 
hand. He talked about the six months he’d 
spent on Makin sweating it out, and of the 
history of the war in these parts. 


Tuis atoll country, he said, is the area 


‘ where, in November, 1943, the march 


across the Pacific started. There was 
Tarawa, which is legend, and Makin, 
Eniwetok, Saipan and Okinawa. And 
Kwaj itself, where the Seventh Division, 
the Army’s prize in the Pacific, put the 
lessons learned in the snows of Attu to use 
on the flat tropical sands. 

“After the battle,” he said, ‘that’s 
when you get it. Then comes the sitting 
and waiting. Big bases like Guam and 
Saipan get built up and life becomes liv- 
able. Not lovable, but livable. But, on 
the little rocks, nothing gets better. 
There are movies and an occasional 
USO show — and that’s about all.’’ 

Keating’s voice was gloomy. “‘So, the 
guys stationed on the rocks sweat it out. 
Some hunt shells and make them into 
necklaces and then knock themselves out 
being lonesome for the neck of the girl 
friend where the polished shells will lie. 
Other guys play poker. Even if you hate 
it and lose every time you play, poker is a 
good thing. It passes the time. It fills up 
the long, aching night after night of sweat- 
ing out the war in the atoll country.”’ 


**’Tuar’s a hell of a way to win a war,” 
I said. 

» Keating was too hot to get mad. “It’s 
‘a lot tougher than the fighting, sometimes. 
These GI’s do all the deadly, monoton- 
ous — but necessary — jobs that give the 
other guys a chance to make with the 
hero stuff. And they don’t get much credit.”’ 

I blinked at the glaring sand and won- 
dered how these guys could ever be repaid 
for sweating out the war on a hot rock like 
this. About the only way, I guess, is to 
make sure they never have to do it again. 


Sidelines

The Navy said it didn’t want 
him. Read the story of what 
this electronics wizard did 


next — there’s a kick in it! 


APT. WILLIAM CRAWFORD EDDy, who is 
probably the Navy’s greatest specialist 
in sound, sat “‘smoking”’ a pipe as I talked to 
him. I put “‘smoking”’ in quotes because there 
wasn’t any tobacco in the pipe. There was, 
instead, a tiny amplifying unit, connectcd by 
a wire running up his sleeve to a battery on 
his chest. 
You see, Eddy, the sound expert, is deaf. 
The man who commands ‘Radio Chicago,” 
the Navy’s huge radio and radar school, and 


who invented the famous Eddy Test for 
applicants, lives in a world of sound that to 
his own ears might just as well be a vacuum. 

The pipe hearing-aid enables him to hear 
through his teeth. He invented it so his deaf- 
ness wouldn’t be too obvious. The Navy re- 
jects men for a good deal less. In fact the 
Navy has repeatedly rejected Eddy... 

In 1934, Lieut. (jg) William Crawford 
Eddy, a six-foot-six gangling beanpole, came 
up before a Navy board of promotion. He had 
done fine work in the submarine service 
and created three basic inventions for 
underwater sound. It was time he be- 
came a full lieutenant. 

When the promotion board asked ques- 
tions, Eddy’s eyes seemed to rivet upon each 
member who addressed him. One of them, a 
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little sharper than the others, said, ‘“Turn 
around and face the wall, Lieutenant.” 

Eddy did so. The members of the board 
kept questioning him. But there were no 
answers. Eddy simply stood there, his heart 
aching, his thin face sweating a bit. How 
could he read their lips facing a blank wall? 

He had to admit that the submarine serv- 
ice had impaired his hearing. He was nearly 
stone deaf, and getting worse. Instead of 
promoting him, the board retired him from 
the Navy. 

Eddy was then 32 years old. Perhaps it 
was his deafness, or perhaps his love for tink- 
ering and gadgeteering, that turned him to 
television. His Navy uniform put away in 
moth balls, he went to work for the television 
pioneer Philo Farnsworth in Philadelphia. 
There he started learning about television 
from the ground up — digging ditches for 
underground cable. Farnsworth paid him $25 
a week, until he saw that the Eddy brains 
were worth much more than the Eddy brawn. 


No Sandbox in Television 


In 1937, the National Broadcasting Com- 
pany came to the same conclusion, brought 
Eddy to New York as chief of video, or sight 
effects. It was all right, in radio, to shake a 
sandbox and give the listeners the effect of 
pounding surf. But, in television, Bill Eddy 
had to let them see it. . 

Once he was concocting synthetic smoke 
for an Abe Lincoln fireplace, unaware that 
clouds of it were being sucked into the air- 
conditioning system in the mammoth RCA 
Building. In dozens of offices, executives 
thought they were seeing things as wisps of 
this odoriferous preparation floated into their 
offices. Eddy apologized to the custodial en- 
gineer, who finally had to flush the entire air- 
conditioning system. : 

On one occasion, Eddy was televising a 
port scene, in miniature, with model battle- 
ships preening before the television camera. 
But the water in the model port was too life- 
less, Eddy felt. Into it he deposited two 
midget turtles with squares of black 
water-color paint tied on their backs. As 
they swished around the bottom the 
paint streaked the water with tidal 
effects and eddies. 

Satisfied, Bill Eddy turned on the tele- 
vision camera. It was fine — until one of 
the turtles poked his horny beak out of the 
water, appearing to the television audience 
as a Loch Ness monster capable, by the mere 
swish of its head, of swamping prize units of 
the American fleet. 


L’il Joe’s a Card 


Or tHE hundreds of gadgets Eddy built for 
NBC (where there is now a museum of Eddy- 
ana), the most ubiquitous was Li'l Joe, a 
cowboy puppet 18 inches tall. Operated by 
springs and gears, Li’l Joe could perform 
15 feats, including smoking a cigarette and 
leading a horse. 

In 1941, Eddy packed up his gadget chest, 
filled with sponges, firecrackers, plaster of 
Paris, shoelaces, bolts, bits of chain and pul- 
leys, and went to Chicago. There, in five 
months, he built a television station for the 
Balaban & Katz movie chain from assorted 
secondhand police transmitters, clothespins 
and rubber cement. P 

Broadcasts were just getting under way 
on December 7. Next morning Eddy boarded 
a train for Washington. 

This time he didn’t bother reading lips. 
He had himself well wired for sound: a com- 
bination hearing-aid and miniature radio set 
under his shirt and a button control panel in- 
side his coat. 3 


Knowing that electronics would bé needed 
badly to fight Japan, Eddy went from office 
to office promoting the idea that he could 
teach young men if only the Navy would 
take him back. 

They looked him over. He was deaf, too 
tall and had acquired nine other disqualify- 
ing defects. Sorry, old boy. Too bad. 

The lean, gangling gadgeteer argued. 
Finally, without consulting Balaban & 
Katz, he offered to give their television plant 
to the Navy free if he could train men in 


radio and radar. The Navy accepted. Bala- , 


ban & Katz accepted ex post facto. 

But the Navy said Eddy would have to 
remain a “‘civilian director.’’ He kept re- 
applying. 

“‘How many times were you rejected?” 

“Daily.” 

Eddy even tried being ‘‘obnoxious,”’ as he 
puts it, hoping the Navy would put him 
back in uniform as a “control measure.” 
That didn’t work either. 

Finally, in August, 1942, the then Secre- 
tary of the Navy Frank Knox, impressed 
with Eddy’s Chicago job, ordered Eddy back 
into the Navy — without a physical! Tall or 
deaf, the Navy needed him. 

Once again he became Lieutenant (jg). 
In the nearly three years since then the 
stripes have dandelioned upon his sleeve until 
today there are four broad, glistening ones 
and Captain Eddy commands a gigantic clus- 
ter of sever radio and radar activities, turn- 
ing out several thousand embryo electronics 
experts a month. 

Three quarters of a million American 
youths have taken his Eddy Test, are your 
electronics wizards of tomorrow. If our post- 
war industry puts television in your parlor, 
facsimile in your study, and an electronic 
cooker in your kitchen, thank these kids — 
and Eddy.

In Opera

These pint-sized performers 
warble with the best of them 


HE Quartette from “‘Rigoletto”’ is a cinch 
for the youngest singers, whose ages range 
from five to eight. Coloratura trills and a high 
F in the Bell Song from “‘Lakme’”’ are dull rou- 
tine for the prima donna, aged 10. And when 
the old hags of 14 and 15 step out with an 
““Aida”’ or “‘Mignon”’ aria, then you have 
opera that really deserves its prefix ‘““Grand.”’ 
You can find all this in the Children’s 
Opera Company of New York. It’s the only 
» baby opera company of long standing known 
to the public. Since 1937 it has produced a 
full-length opera every season, appeared with 
the San Carlo Opera Company, given con- 
certs, and warbled over all the major net- 
works. 

The company is composed of 33 chil- 
dren and is directed by Eva Leoni, a 
Viennese-born soprano, who has per- 
formed in the leading cities of the world. 

The idea began in Los Angeles in 1931 
when a friend asked Eva Leoni if she’d lend 
a hand and train some youngsters for a bene- 
fit. The benefit turned out to be a complete 
production of ‘“The Geisha,’’ marked the be- 
ginning of Eva Leoni’s “Children’s Opera.”’ 


Formed Children’s Group 


Tue next year Miss Leon: decided to form 
the Children’s Opera Company of San Fran- 
cisco. With the pick of the Bay City’s young 
musical talent, she gave four productions, 
climaxing the run with “Die Fledermaus’”’ at 
the War Memorial Opera House. 

But San Francisco wasn’t large enough for 
the tiny, dark-eyed impressario. Eva Leoni 
trekked off to New York to found and direct 
her present group. 

“Miss Leoni, women are no good,” de- 
clared one of the tenors, aged 11, after he’d 
sung in several San Carlo operas. 

“‘How come?’’ demanded the director. 
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DWARF, 7, has his beard trimmed 


‘““Well,”’ the tenor explained in all serious- 
ness, “‘I’ve been studying these operas. Look 
what Carmen did to Don José. And Nedda 
made her husband commit two murders. 
And Aida caused Radames to smother in a 
tomb. And Delilah, shaving off Samson’s 
hair! Miss Leoni, I’m staying away from 
women!”’ 

Miss Leoni auditions everybody, usually 
accepts any tot who is genuinely interested. 


A Simple Answer: Opera 


But problem children are quickly put in 
their place. “I can straighten out the worst 
of them if their parents will co-operate,” 
Miss Leoni declares. Public-school teachers 
have written more than once to inquire how 
she accomplishes it. The answer is simple: 
She has given the would-be Dead Enders 
another outlet. It is the opera. And they love 
it. 

The group meets twice a week, but as a 
production draws near, extra rehearsals are 
scheduled almost every afternoon. The fee for 
membership is unbelievably low—$5 a 
month. Children are admitted at the age of 
five and at 16 are transferred to a second 
group, the Young People’s Opera Company, 
where they are groomed for auditions with 
major opera companies and Broadway shows. 

Ann Blyth, seen by film-goers in ‘“‘Bowery 
to Broadway” and ““The Merry Monahans,”’ 
was a member of the baby-opera troupe. She 
once got a bloody nose when she wisecracked 
at a boy and he biffed her one. Ann starred in 
Miss Leoni’s ““The Chimes of Normandy”’ in 
1940. 

Several other youngsters have appeared in 
small roles with the San Carlo in New York’s 
Center Theater. Two have grown up and 
gone into the New Opera Company and 
Broadway musicals like ‘““The Connecticut 
Yankee,’’ “Sadie Thompson” and ‘‘Rosa- 
linda.’ Every year the entire group performs 
with the San Carlo in “Carmen,” ‘*Tosca,”’ 
“Boheme” and “Pagliacci.”

All Children’s Opera Company productions 
have casts ranging from 25 to 75, with ballets, 
full orchestras and famous conductors like 
Rosario Bourdon. “Hansel and Gretel,” 
“The Mountebanks,”’ “‘Sleeping Beauty”’ and 
“Snow White and the Seven Dwarfs’’ are 
typical of the operas given in the last nine 
years. Performances of this group have 
always been presented in big theaters, 
often large enough to house 2,000 to 3,000 
invited orphans. 

The operas are usually compiled by Eva 
Leoni, who combines good stories with the 
music of great composers. She writes the 


/ 
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librettos, ther fits them to melodies of 
Tschaikovsky, Verdi, Mozart and Schubert. 

The kids love the excitement of an ap- 
proaching production. Preliminary staging 
is done in the company’s large studio across 
the street from the Plaza Hotel. Proud 
mamas sit silently on the sidelines. Every- 
thing 1s very professional. 

Performances are invariably sold out, fre- 
quently repeated by demand. 

Television is the next thing the young 
Ponses and Tibbetts are going to tackle. And 
after that, maybe an all-children’s musical 
film for Hollywood. The End

her Sunday suppers 


UMMER Sunday guests of Con- 

gresswoman Emily Taft Doug- 
las at her Dune Acres house over- 
looking Lake Michigan know very 
well what they are having for high 
tea — the meal of the day. 

The Douglases have a ritual to 
Sunday entertaining. Chicago 
friends are invited to arrive around 
11 and spend the afternoon on the 
beach with sandwiches and a fruit 
drink to tide them over to tea- 
time. 

Grape-ade is a drink of scintil- 
lating goodness, the specialty of 
husband Paul Douglas, Chicago 
University professor of economics, 
now a major in the Marines. This 
he brews by the pailful: one part 
grape juice, two parts ginger-ale, 
lemon juice to tang, sugar to taste. 

Mrs. Douglas, daughter of 
sculptor Lorado Taft, is a stickler 
for simplicity. In the absence of a 
maid, she doesn’t turn jumping- 
jack, up and down, up and down, 
serving the guests. 

She has two Sunday-supper 
menus easy as pie, and it’s one or 
the other, depending on the weath- 
er. Daughter Jean, 12, says the 


weiner roast is best fun. Then it’s 
pass the buns and plenty of mus- 
tard. Around goes a tray of sliced 
onions, jack straws of carrots, of 
celery. Fill up, folks, on potato 
salad, garnished with egg. Cold 
melon wedges, or will you have 
chocolate cake with the coffee? 

Days of fierce heat and the wide 
screened porch is cool refuge after 
lazy hours on the sand. Then a 
two-dish supper—-a mammoth 
bowl of spaghetti laved in rich 
meat sauce, touched gently with 
garlic. A deep bow! of salad greens 
blessed by French dressing, scent- 
ed of fresh garden herbs. Crusty 
loaves of Italian bread, whacked 
into thick pieces, are fine mops for 
the plate. 

Duneland Spaghetti Sauce 
14% pounds round or flank or 
chuck of beef 

2 onions, chopped (medium) 

2 garlic cloves, chopped 

2 carrots, chopped 

2 stalks celery, chopped 

4 tablespoons cooking fat 

2 No. 2% cans tomatoes 

2 small tins tomato sauce 

Salt and pepper to taste 

Brown meat and vegetables in 
fat. Add tomatoes, cover and sim- 
mer one and one-half hours. Add 
remaining ingredients, cover and 
simmer 30 minutes. Remove meat 
and cool. Force sauce mixture 
through sieve. Press hard enough 
so that all goes through. Grind 
meat and add to sauce. Reheat 
and season to taste with pepper 
and salt. Serve on one pound spa- 
ghetti, freshly cooked. Approxi- 
mate yield: Six cups of spaghetti 
sauce or six to eight portions.

Just Ask Him 


The GI’s answer man has 


never been stuck yet... 


WENTY-THREE years ago, Jules Leo- 
‘pold’s ability to solve arithmetic prob- 
lems in his head amazed his teachers. 

Today, the former boy wonder of P. S. 
158, Manhattan, is creator and director of 
one of the most unique businesses in the 
world: the Puzzlers Research Bureau in 
New York City. But peddling answers to 
puzzle fiends is only part of his work. His 
main job is manufacturing mathematical 
mazes and skull-binding conundrums. 

His first book “‘At Ease!”’ is a 250-page 
potpourri of riddles, gags and games, be- 
came a best-seller gift for soldiers. ‘“Test 
Yourself,”” a pocket-size collection of per- 
sonality and IQ tests, is just off the press. 

Since 1942, when he was appointed puzzle 
consultant for ““Yank,”’ the Army weekly, 
Jules’s masterpieces have been amusing 
GI’s around the world. Soldiers write, tell 
him they’ve won bets on puzzles like this: 

Cut a piece of paper, one five-hundredths 
of an inch thick, in half. Put one piece on 
top of the other. Halve these two sections, 
pile up the four pieces, and so on, until 
you’ve cut and stacked 50 times. How high 
will the final pile of paper be? The answer 
is 35,000,000 miles! 


Boomerangs 


Sometimes GI’s pose problems of their 
own, such as the speed of bullets through 
air and water, and why does a boomerang 
boomerang. Jules always has the answer. 

His brain absorbs facts like a sponge 
and retains them. He can tell you instantly 
how long it takes the sun’s rays to reach the 
earth, what time it is in Moscow when it’s 
midnight in New York, and the tensile 
strength of steel versus aluminum. And 
Euclidean theorems are duck soup. 

Take this problem, for instance: Farmer 
Grey sold an alfalfa field to a city slicker — 
sight unseen — for a mere $5. The property

was a triangle of land, measuring 200 rods 
on one side and 100 rods on each of the other 
sides. With alfalfa. selling at $10 an acre, 
the city fellow was sure he was outwitting 
the dumb farmer. Was he? 

Of course not. Anybody who tries to draw 
such a triangle will get a straight line with 
zero acreage. 

Once you know the basic formula, Jules 
says, there are only a limited number of 
puzzle possibilities. He points to one of his 
recent puzzles: 


How to Lose a Race 


A FATHER states in his will that he’ll leave 
his fortune to the son whose car comes in 
last in a race between their two cars. The 
sons start out, not at a snail’s pace as you’d 
expect, but with a terrific burst of speed. 
How come? They exchanged cars. 

“That’s from fourteenth-century Ara- 
bia,”’ says Jules. “I brought it up to date.” 

He came to this curious profession in 
1934, when a rash of prize-puzzle con- 
tests broke out. Jules, unemployed, sold 
information to puzzle contestants. By the 
time the puzzle craze had died down, he was 
a crackajack answer and problem man. 

He used to try out his riddles on his wife, 
Mina. They’d be just dropping off to sleep, 
when Jules would say: 

“If you dropped a ball down a hole 
through the center of the earth, would the 
ball (a) go clear through and come out the 
other end; (6) come to rest at the center, 
or (c) go to the center and zoom right back 
at you?” Since the center of the earth is the 
center of gravity, the answer is (bd). 

Mina finally laid down the law, and Jules 
no longer mixes puzzles with domestic 
issues. But their son, Paul, two years old, 
looked at the refrigerator, propounded this 
riddle: “‘If electricity makes things hot, why 
does it make the ice-box cold?” 

That ‘one wasn’t so tough. But King 
Solomon Leopold’s reputation is no longer 
secure. A small boy’s questions on the na- 
ture of the universe may prove his undoing.

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Do Women Count? 


BY EVE GARRETTE

They cast 53 per cent of last national vote 


For twenty-five years 
they’ve had the ballot. 
How have they used it? 


HEN you see a woman with a 

ballot in her hand today, you 
don’t brand her a Jezebel. Yet this 
wasn’t always so. Only 25 years ago, 
on August 26, 1920, women of this 
country won the mght to vote 
through the Nineteenth Amend- 
ment to our Constitution. 

It represented the end of a strug- 
gle begun long before the Civil War 
... the end of being mocked, mobbed 
and sometimes jailed — which was 
part of the price women paid for 
suffrage. 

Women wanted the vote for three 
primary reasons: 

First, they wanted it on grounds 
of human justice. Second, because 
women have a vested interest in 
government and legislation directly 
affecting them and children. And 
third, they wanted to make a per- 
sonal contribution to public serv- 
ice. 

Therefore, on this amendment’s 
Silver Jubilee Day, it might be well 
for us to examine women’s record 
of performance. 


Good Questions 


Wuat has been woman’s direct 
influence upon the political life of 
the nation? Has the woman vote 
changed anything in politics? What 
have women achieved with their bal- 
lot? What progress have they made 
in public life? 

These are pertinent questions, 
and we look back for the answers. 
It seems unbelievable now, but it is 
true, that before August 26, 1920, 
women were legally classified with 
children and idiots. 


Even today, in 1945, serious dis- 
criminations against women exist in 
many states. It’s a continuing strug- 
gle to put women on the same status 
with men — before the law. 

Now, as voting citizens, women 
can point proudly to two political 
activities of the last quarter cen- 
tury. First, their continuing work 
for public welfare and child health. 
And second, their self-education as 
voters. 


Pushed Health Statutes 


Or course, women alone have not 
been responsible for our achieve- 
ments in child welfare and public 
health legislation during this period. 
Yet, behind the sensational decline 
in child death rates lies woman’s 
steady work in preventing infected 
milk, insisting upon inoculations, 
quarantining contagious diseases, 
caring for expectant mothers and 
fighting commercial exploiters of 
child labor. Thanks to the woman 
vote, we have welfare and public 
health legislation on today’s 
statute bogks. 

On matters of political education, 
women were frank to admit that 
they were practically illiterate in 
1920. They knew they needed to be 
intelligently informed if they were 
to get their ballot’s worth. 

Because women are bred in the 
old American tradition of the cul- 
tural chub, they didn’t like man’s 
hit-and-miss method of political 
self-instruction. Reading the ne 
papers, attending political meetings, 
indulging in masculine argumenta- 
tion and debate did not appeal to 
them. 

Many women’s cultural clubs 
flourished in 1920. Education in 
good citizenship became the busi- 
ness of every woman’s club worthy 
of the name. To lead the way, the

non-partiaan National League of 
Women Voters emerged. It, aleo, is 
celebrating a Silver Jubilee. 

Thanks in a large part to the in- 
fluence of women, our school and 
college curricula now include thor- 
ough courses in political education. 
Today, the young college-educated 
woman voter casts her first vote 
fortified with knowledge of which 
her mother and grandmother could 
only dream. 

It’s only natural that men have 
been influenced by the feminine 
preoccupation with the responsibili- 
ties of citizenship. Indeed, the entire 
trend toward sound political educa- 
tion in this country is a monument 
to our self-improving women-voters 
— both organized and “non joiner.” 

Has the woman vote changed any- 
thing in politics? “‘No,”’ some say — 
we only have cleaner collars on 
ward heelers and cleaner language on 
politicians’ tongues. 


More Women Voters 


Tuere is at least one thing the 
woman vote has changed — the bal- 
ance of power at the polls. In 1940, 
for the first time since they won the 
vote, women cast 51 per cent of the 
votes. In the last national elections 
they cast about 53 per cent, al- 
though they were expected to cast 
up to 65 per cent of the total. Asa 
matter of fact, there has been an 
increase of about seven per cent since 
women began voting. 

Critics sometimes complain. be- 
cause about half of the women never 
bother to vote at all. But they neg- 
lect to point out that just about half 
of the men never bother to vote 
either. 

The woman vote proves what 
every practical politician knows — 
that women are people! They react 
to the franchise privilege exactly 
as men react. 

Women remain away from the 
polls for the same reasons as 
men. When they vote, they are 
influenced by the same argu- 
ments, swayed by the same emo- 
tions. They split over the same 
moral issues, swallow the same 
bunko, and are afflicted by the same 
prejudices and self-interest. When 
they are in office, the standards of 
their public conduct are just as de- 
pendent upon their personal stand- 
ards. 

Women crusade for their pet 
causes, yes. But their men crusade 
with them and vice versa. In poli- 
tics, there is no such thing as sex 
solidarity. Only what is called the 
human equation. 


Some critica complain about the 
lack of woman's moral political in- 
fluence. Hlowever, she seems scarcely 
in a position to exert it. The politi- 
cal world is still a man’s world. 
The number of women who have 
obtained public office in 25 years 
corresponds neither to their ability, 
qualifications, nor proportionate 
voting strength. 

For example, today there are 
only nine women members of Con- 
gress, with no colleague in the Sen- 
ate — exactly the situation exist- 
ing Over a decade ago. In 1930-31, 
nine women sat in the House of 
Representatives, with no women in 
the Senate. 

There are 435 members of the 
House. At present, the ratio of 
men to women is 426 to nine. 
This is not impressive. Only 39 
women ‘have ever gone to Congress, 
whereas, since 1920, there have been 
6,042 male Congressional seats. 

In high appointive places, during 
the last 25 years, there have only 
been two women ambassadors, one 
woman Cabinet member, a woman 
assistant attorney general, a woman 
director of the mint — and only the 
last named holds office now. 

Former President Hoover sent 
the first woman to an international 
conference. She was Dr. Mary E. 
Woolley, then president of Mount 
Holyoke College, who attended the 
Geneva Disarmament Conference. 
President Roosevelt appointed Dr. 
Mabel E. Newcomer, of Vassar 
College, to Bretton Woods, and 
Dean Virginia C. Gildersleeve, of 
Barnard College, to San Francisco 


Gain Over 1940 


Topay, 234 women are members 
of 39 state legislatures, as compared 
with 32 women lawmakers who 
served in 1922. Sixteen of*them are 
Senators, while 218 serve in the 
lower house. This is a striking gain 
over 1940, when 140 women were 
elected to state legislatures. 

True, many women serve in politi- 
cal offices in our state and local 
governments. But if the criterion 
were merit and equal representa- 
tion, there would be many more. 

Perhaps in another quarter cen- 
tury, society will recognize that in 
the field of good government serv- 
ice, there is no such thing as sex. 
Just adults, working together, build- 
ing together, the finer things toward 
which the spirit of mankind has 
always been aspiring. They are just 
citizens doing themselves and their 
country honor. The End
